U.S. COURT OF APPEALS FINDS IN FAVOR OF TROY STATE UNIVERSITY 
AT DOTHAN 


In a recent decision, the 11th U.S. Court of Appeals in Atlanta, 
GA, affirmed Federal Judge Robert Varner's ruling on T. Dewey 
Harden's case against Troy State University at Dothan. In March 
of 1987, Varner ruled in favor of TSUD, issuing a 99-page opinion 
on the case. 


In 1982, Harden, then an assistant professor in TSUD's School of 
Education, filed a $4.7 million lawsuit against, Robert M. Paul; 
Dr. J. Wyatt Grimmer, Vice-President for Academic Affairs; Dr. 
William T. Thornton, former Dean of Students; and, Dr. Marjorie 


Kirkland, former Dean of the School of Education. The Univer- 
sity's current president, Thomas Harrison, was included in the 
lawsuit upon taking over the office in 1986. Harden alleged 


violation of his First Amendment right to freedom of speech and 
violation of his right to due process in the termination of his 
employment. The 11th Circuit found in favor of the University 
and all defendants and against Harden.
